manent. In 19H7, il rolled up 482,7!)0 
votes for Mayor LnGunnliti, bringing: 
about this re-eleclion and demonstrat- 
ing that, in New York City, the new 
jwrly .'ictujilly JieM (he balance of 
power. 


Republican and Democratic strength 


was close enough to being evenly di- 
vided that those 
400,000-odd Labor 


Parly voles could decide the issue. 
This WM.S proved again last fall when 
Gov. 
Lehman, re-elected by the nar- 


row margin of fi-1,000 voles, was given 
-IW.OOO by the Labor Party. 


So while Tammany—oul of power in 


New York, and in had wilh the New 
Deal administration — languishes for 
lack of partonage, which i.s thus added 
to all its other woes, the Labor Party 
occupies mi extremely important po- 
sition. And it will go down Ihe lino 
for President Roosevelt, or any other 
"satisfactory" 
New 
Deal 
candidate, 


next year. 


Which may easily mean that New 


York will go Democratic in Die 19-10 
presidential election. 


Mayor LaGnardia recently sought lo 


throw the party's support to William 
llerlands for the post of district attor- 
ney of Kings county (Brooklyn). Scan- 
rials have clustered aboul the controll- 
ing Democratic machine there. Hcr- 
lands is an able man, formerly chief 
assistant to Thomas K. Dewcy in Man- 
hattan. But the Labor Party refused 
to follow the mayor, endorsing instead 
Magistrate Charles Solomon. 


The disagreement reflects the fact 


that LaGuardia's prime concern is to 
break Ihe power of the New York 
Democratic machine, and the Labor 
Party is thinking primarily in terms 
of national politics. Party leaders fig- 
ure thai they must not do anything 
now (o Iniild up Republican strength 
which, in the 1940 campaign, would be 
used against the New Deal. 


In reaching (hat decision, these lead- 


ers wore thinking principally of Dey- 
ey. They believe that with any other 
candidate running against a New Deal- 
er, the vote in New York will be even 
enough so that their 400,000 votes will 
bring about a New Deal victory.

M. L. Nelson Outlines In- 


dustry in Talk to Hope 


Kiwanis Club 


100 BROODER HOUSES 


Plan to Produce 70,000 


Broilers by May 30 of 


Next Year 


_M. L. Nelson of Blevins told the Hope 
Kiwanis club Tuesday that his section 
»f the county was expanding in the 
poultry and egg industry and planner! 
lo produce 70.00(1 broilers between Scp- 
leinber 1 of this year and May M of 
next year. 


Mr. Nelson was introduced on (ho 


program by Johnny Wndc, who said 
dial Mr. Nelson came lo Blcvins 33 
years ago, helped sponsor and promote 
Ihe cantaloupe and radish industry 
and then became interested in eggs 


and poultry. 


In his opening remarks lo the club, 


Mr. Nelson said: 


"I am a country 'mini from a country 


town—I a/n a dealer in mcrehandisi; 
and bad accounts—but on the side I 
handle poultry mid eggs. 


"I have been handling poultry and 


eggs for 3H years—and I want to say 
thai the hen is the one thing on the 
farm that pays you while she is living 
and is good to cat when she i.s dead. 


"The saddest word that a //inner 


can say is 'that I have no hen.' " 


Sec Husincss On Hig Scale 


"1 becnmc greatly in (crested in the 


poultry and egg industry at Ihe be- 
ginning of Ihe year of 1938. I went to 
Benlon, County, Arkansas, in January 
of that year lo inspect Ihe poultry 
houses and soe the brolier business on 
a large scale. 


This year, Benlon county produced 


lO.GOMHW broilers and has become the 
greatest broiler producer of any sec- 
tion in the Uiled States. 


"I wanted lo sec (his industry, so I 


look with me a farmer of Blevins and 
also a Blevins banker. I figured that 
Ihe farmer could help me in producing 
broilers and the banker could help me 
finance the business. 


"So, we all three wen! (o Benlon 


county to gather some firsl-hand infor- 
mation. On our return, I soon began 
lo promote (he poultry and egg in- 
dustry around Blevins. I got several 
farmers interested in the business and 
we built '14 houses to produce broilers, 
350 chickens to the house. 


"By September 1 of 1938 we had 7fl 


houses completed, and from September 
1, 1938, to January 1 of 1939, we pro- 
duced 29,000 liroilers. We made some 
money on our investment and other 
farmers i our area became inlersicd. 


"By January 
I, 1939, we had 
100 


houses completed and from these 10(1 
houses we produced 
3f),OlXl broilers— 


from January 1 lo May 30. Again we 
'made some money. 


"The first broiler season is from Scp- 


temlx'r 1 to January 1. and the second 
.season from January 
1 to May 
oO. 


From our 100 houses, we plan to pro- 
duce a total of 70.000 broilers from 
September ! of (.his year (o JUay 30 of 
next year. We hope to make .some 
money. 


"To achieve .success in the broiler 


business we have learned two essen- 
tial facts. 


"First, is to have good, high-grade 


chicks lo Iwgin with. 


::Second, is to disinfect thoroughly 


our chicken houses. 


"We made the above mistakes -hut 


now can profit 
from them. For in- 


stance, one fai'/ner profited so much 
that he lost but one chick this year- 
out of 400. 


In Business to Slay 


"We will start 
filling our houses 


right away with chicks, It takes about 
five 
weeks to complete 
this. Our 


equipment, in raising these chicks, is 
exactly the same. If we make a mis- 
take, then all our mistakes can be 
corrected by one single correction. 


"We arc in the poultry anil egg busi- 


nes.s to slay. A person recently asked 
me if we hud a poultry association in 
Blevins. I told this person that we 
didn't—but that we bad a poultry or- 
ganization of which I am president, 
vice-president, secrctray and tresMirer. 


"All that I ask a fanner lo do—if 


he's interested in poultry—is to build 
him a brooder house. 
Ifurnish ihe 


farmer all his'equipment and feed. 
All equipment is uniform .<nd alike.

Soviet Russia and Nazi Germany 


startled Europe Tuesday with the de- 
cision to conclude a non-aggression 
pact at a time when two other na- 
tions, Britain and France, were seek- 
ing a mutual accord with Russia. 


An informant hi Rome, Berlin's axis 


partner, reported the pact contained 
three main points— 


1. A pledge by each country to ab- 


stain from aggression against the other. 


2. The undertaking by each to re- 


main neutral if the other were attack- 
ed by a third party. 


3. Provision in case either commits 


an act of aggression that the other may 
denounce the accord. 


France stood in a state of alertness 


with an unestimated number of re- 
servites added to her standing army 
of 700,000 as the import of the Russian- 
German action was being weighed. 


Unofficial sources in Moscow said the 


Russian-German pact did not preclude 
a tri-power mutual assistance pact. 


French foreign office attaches said 


Moscow military conversations would 
continue. 


Poland was surprised, but made an 


effort to minimize Hitler'a stroke. 


In Danzig, Nazi Leader Forster de-

Soviet sources said Tuesday the im- 
pending Soviet Russian-Gertrtan non- 
aggression pact would not exclude ne- 
gotiation of a mutual assistance agree- 
ment with Britain and France. 


British-French quarters, however, 


were gloomy over the announcement 
that Berlin and Moscow were coming 
to an understanding. 


It was uncertain whether British and 


French staff talks with Soviet military 
leaders would continue Tuesday, 


BERLIN, Germany— (/P)— Germany 


upset the whole structure of the tense 
middle European situaiton by an- 
nouncing shortly before midnight Mon- 
day that she will conclude on-aggres- 
sion pact with Soviet Russia. 


If there is to be war as a result of 


the Polish-German dispute over Dan- 
zig and the Polish Coddidor it now 
appeared certain that Russia will be' 
neutral. 


The position of Poland, which had 


been counting on the effectiveness of 
what Germany calls the "democratic 
encirclemtnt policy," appeared great- 
ly weakened. 


German soldiers were massing on 


the Polish frontier, and now it seem- 
ed certain that if they are called upon 
to attack they will not have to worry 
about the possibility of encountering 
Russian troops somewhere in middle 
Poland. 


Failure of Aaglo-Ftetifh 


Germany's announcement of its dip- 


lomatic coup startled all Europe. It 
apparently meant that the months- 
long efforts of Britain and France to 
induce Russia to enter a front to back 
up Poland, Roumania ad other smaller 
Europea coutries agaist aggression had 
failed. For, according to the frerman 
announcement, Russia had agreed not 
to fight Germany. 


The announcement of Hitler's mas- 


ter stroke came while British and 
French military officers were in Mos- 
cow going over plans of strategy with 
ligh Soviet officers. It seemed likely 
that these discussions would now col- 
'apso. 


The brief announcement here said 


that Foreign Minister von Ribben- 
:rop will arrive in Moscow Wednesday 
to conclude negotations. 


It was assured the document would 
signed within a day or two. Wheth-

In 1937, it rolled up 482,790 
votes for Mayor LaGunrdia, bringing 
about this re-election nnd demonstrat- 
ing that, in New York City, the new 
party actually held the balance of 
power. 


Republican and Democratic strength 


was close enough to being evenly di- 
vided that those 400,000-odd Labor 
Party votes could decide the issue. 
This was proved again last fall when 
Gov. 
Lehman, re-elected by the nar- 


row margin of (54,000 votes, was given 
4119,000 by the Labor Party. 


So while Tammany—out of power in 


New York, and in bad with the New 
Deal administration — languishes for 
lack of partonage, which is thus added 
to all its other woes, the Labor Party 
occupies an extremely important po- 
sition. And it will go down the line 
for President Roosevelt, or any other 
"satisfactory"

M. L. Nelson of Blevins told Die Hope 


Kiwanis club Tuesday that his section 
of the county was expanding in the 
poultry and egg industry anrl planncrl 
to produce 70.000 broilers between Sep- 
tember 1 of this year and M.-iy 30 of 
next year. 


Mr. Nelson was introduced on the 


program by Johnny Wade, who said 
that Mr. Nelson came to Blevins 33 
years ago, helped sponsor and promote 
the cantaloupe and radish industry 


and then became interested in eggs 


and poultry. 


In his opening remarks to the club, 


Mr. Nelson said: 


"1 am a country 'm'an from n country 


town—I am a dealer in merchandise 
and bad accounts—but on the side 
handle poultry and eggs. 


"1 have been handling poultry and 


eggs for 33 years—and I want to say 
that tlic hen is the one thing on the date, covering 
farm that pays you while she is living 
and i.s good to eal when she is dead. 


"The saddest word that a farmer 


can say is 'that I have no hen.' " 


Sec Business On Big Scale 


"I became greatly interested in the 


poultry and egg industry at the be- 
ginning of the year of 1938. I went to 
3enton, County, Arkansas, in January 
if that year to inspect the poultry 
louses and see the broiler business on 
a large scale. 


This year, Benton county produced 
O.OOOiflOO broilers and has become the 
greatest broiler producer of any sec- 
ion in the Uitcd States. 
"1 wanted lo sec this industry, so I 
ook with me a farmer of Blevins and 
ilso a Blevins banker. I figured that 
he farmer could help me in producing 
iroilers and the banker could help me 
inance the business. 
"So, we all three went to Benton 


county to gather some first-hand infor- 
nation. On our return, I scron began 
o prdm'ote the poultry and egg in- 
dustry around Blevins. I got several 
'armors interested in the business and 
we built 44 houses lo produce broilers, 
350 chickens to the house. 


"By September 1 of 1938 we had 70 


nouses completed, and from September 
., 1938, to January 1 of 1939, we pro- 
duced 29,000 broilers. We made some 
noney on our investment ;md other 
larmors i our urea became interstcd. 


"By January 1, 1939, we had 100 


louses completed and from these 100 
louses we produced 35,000 broilers— 
'roin January 1 to May 30. Again we 
n'aclc some money. 


"The first broiler season i.s from Scp- 


1 to January 1, and the second 


season from January 1 to May 30. 
From our 100 houses, we plan to pro 
duce a total of 70,000 broilers from 
September 1 of this year lo May .'!() of 
next year. We hope to in;ikc some 
money. 


"To achieve .success in the broiler 


business we have learned two essen- 
tial facts. 


"First, is to have good, high-grade 


chicks to l>cgin with. 


•.'.Second, is to disinfect thoroughly 


our chicken houses. 


"We made Ilic above mistakes—hut 


now win profit from them. For in-' 
stance, one farmer profited so much 
that he lost but one chick this year— 
out of 400. 


In Business to Slay 


"Wo will start filling our houses 


right away with chicks. It lakes about 
five weks to complete 
this. Our 


equipment, in raising these chicks, is 
exactly the same. If we make a mis- 
take, then all our mistakes can bn 
corrected by one single correction. 


"We are in the poultry and egg busi- 


ness to stay. A person recently asked 
me if we bad a poultry association in 
Blevins. I lold this person that we 
didn't—but that we had u poultry or- 
•giiiiizalion of which I am president, 
vice-president, secretray and treasurer. 


"All (hat I ask a farmer to do—if 


he's interested in poultry—is to build 
him a brooder house. 
Ifurnish the 


farmer all his 'equipment and feed. 
All equipment is uniform and alike.

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There Is Imperialism'—and Imperialism 


The grant to the Standard Oil Co. of California of an oil concession cov- 


ftring the whole kingdom of Saudi Arabia is a very significant event. 


Twenty years ago a great cry of "imperialism" would probably have gone 


up at any such announcement. But the very fact that this concession wus 
obtained by Americans at all shows that today there is imperialism—and 
imperialism. 


Ther.e is the technical imperialism which is a matter of capital in Country 


A obtaining economic control of certain resources in Country B. But there is 
another imperialism afoot today, in which such a concession would be noth- 
ing but a stepping-stone toward a greater imperialism, one which would mean 
actual, tangible, physical and political control. 


It is said to be because he mistrusted their motives that King Itm Sand 


rejected frantic offers for his oil concession on the part of Germany, Italy, 
and Japan, as well as Britain and France. He felt that none of them would 
be-content merely to exploit the oil and have done svith it. for each lias 
political ambitions and plans which might affect Saudi Arabia. The United 
States has none, as King Ibn Saud well knows. 


So, although the American offer was not up to the glittering marks set 


by special envoys frcftrt the German, Italian and Japanese governments, the 
king accepted it knowing it to be a plain, simple business proposition without 
political strings, from a people who could have no conceivable designs on his 
country. 


So If this be American imperialism—and a few years ago it would cer- 


tainly have been so called—make the most of it. For it is plain that this 
Arabian king found it infinitely preferable to the other kinds of imperialism 
with which he was confronted. 


There might be the germ of a thought here for some of the South American 


countries who have been afraid of American ''imperialism," at various times 
in the past perhaps not as ungrounded fear. But for 10 years the United 
States has made it quite clear that such business as it does with foreign 
countries is without political strings. And Borne of these countries may welt 


• start asking themselves, is this true of all other countries with whom we 


may be dealing? 


It is to be hoped that this new concession will be operated in accordance 


with the best modern prinicples of such arrangements, namely, that both 
parties shall benefit in proportion to what each contributes to the enterprise. 
For whensueh an arrangement is worked out, much of the curse is off what 
we have learned to hate as •'imperialism."

or the atmospheric electricity. One 
series of studies showed Tl per cent ot 
the patients with arthritis felt better 
when the barometer lose. 


Studies have been made to determine 


whether or not there is any relationship 
between the humidity and the pains in 
the joints of those who have arthritis. 
No direct connection has been found. 
Nor has any direct connection been es- 
tablished between the temperature and 
the pains. 


Even though we know that a warm. 


dry cli'mate is apparently better for a 
person with arlhriti.s. it is not certain 
the advantages are due to the tem- 
perature or to the low humidity. They 
are due, perhaps, lo the evenness of 


\ the temperatures and to the absence ! 
' of any significant variations in the 


barometric pressure. 


In places where the climate is warm 


but where there are frequent storms . 
and changes in barometric pressure.; 
patients with inflammations of the 
joints do not do as well as if they 
were in a climate that is warm and 
even. 


Patients with inflammations of the 


joints do better in places where the 
cli'mate is warm because, when they 
move, they take more rest than they 
had at home. Here they can get away 
from their worries and their domestic 
problems. 


Moving to a dry. warm climate is not 


going to cure anybody with arthritis 
or even make him feel better, provid- 
ed he does not carry on active treat- 
ment tigainst the caustf of the condi- 
tion.

formal request, by letter, to the mayor 
for permission to 'march midshipmen 
through Annapolis streets on their way 
to big football games, 


The mayor of Annapolis, at the time, 


worked as a clerk in the supurinten- 
tleiils office. 
Atltnirul Hurt made no 


effort to hide the fact that the request 
business was distasteful to him. 


Opposed Graduate School 


On another occasion, he was out- 


spoken against a proposed harbor im- 
pi'DVemenl, because he felt it would 
not be of value to the academy. Again, 
he opposed the retention of the grad- 
uate school at Annapolis. This was a 
blow to the landlords, restaurants and 
operators of amusement places. 


But the admiral and Mrs. Hart left 


many pleasant hivpressions. Mrs. Hart, 
(laut'hter of a former .superintendent 
of the academy, was one of the insti- 
tution's most gracious hostesses. The 
Marls' daughter and three sons were 
popular with both the naval group and 
townsmen. 


A native of Gene.see county, Michi- 


(?an, the navy's No. 1 man in the Kai 
I'Jast was listed as a Republican at the 
academy. During prohibition, he ex- 
pressed opposition to repeal. 


His active duly with tile navy has, 


included service with the submarine 
force division commander in the Work 
war, as submarine commander of tht 
Asiatic fleet nnd as eom'm'ander o 
cruises in the scouting force.

Britain and France Faced 


by Powerful Challenge 


in Europe 


By the AP Feature Service 


LONDON— If this September brings 


another crisis, as did last September, 
experts say Britain and France will be 
'infinitely better prepared" in every 
'iehl—except the strategical. 


Last year Britain and France were 


acutely conscious of their weakneses 
in the air and on the home fronts. Now, 
with the breathing space bought at 
Munich, Britain and France have made 
tremendous strides in remedying their 
deficiencies. And they have signed 
up allies: Poland, Rumania, Greece and 
Turkey. 


The price of the breathing spell—the 


.sacrifice of Czechoslovakia to Hitler— 
gave the nazis an important strategic 
position. And, say experts, the Allies 
'may have lost strategically by letting 
Franco win in Spain and by letting 
Mussolini occupy Albania. 


The situation a year ago seemed to 


favor the fascists. Now it seems about 
a toss-up. It would take a war to de- 
cide whos who in Europe. 


Here's how Great Britain and France 


have evened things: 


Britain expects to have her largest 


peacetime army in history by Sep- 
tember. Composed of more than a mil- 
lion regulars, territorials (home guard) 
uml — unprecedentedly — conscripts, it 
will be more than double the size of 
last September's army. Women's aux- 
iliary battalions are being formed to 
handle non-co'mbative work behind the 
lines. France, meanwhile, keps streng- 
thening her army. 


Britain alone, spending nearly 10 


million dollars a week, has stepped up 
war plane production to 800 monthly— 
reportedly, a larger production than 
Germany's. France has increased her 
output from under 40 to 200 planes 
monthly. Between them they are rap- 
idly eating into the numerical super- 
iority of the Germans, believed to be 
turning out eight or nine thousand 
planes annually.

United States, the great moralist nat- 
ion, condemns Germany for building 
up her trade by tricky devices and at 
the same time tries the same tricks 
in her own Yankee way. 


Wallace Explains 


There is no doubt that the United 


States lowered its currency value so 
as to cut in on world trade, and 
equally no doubt that we are in the 
subsidy business, even though in a 
limited way. We have paid an average 
25 cents a bushel to help export 90.- 
000 bushels of wheat. Now we are going 
to pay 1% cents a pound, or S7.50 a bale 
to increase our cotton exports from a- 
bout 3,500,000 bales to 6,000,000. 


Because of Germany's efforts to 


penetrate our tariff barriers by of- 
fering subsidies, the treasury imposed 
a 25 per cent penalty tariff on Ger- 
man imports. 
Privately, some ad- 


ministration officials suspect that when 
the cotton susbsidy goes into effect, 
some other countries will pile penalty 
tariffs on U. S. cotton goods, for of 
course the subsidy we offer is paid 
both on exports of raw cotton and 
on exports of cotton goods. 


Secretary Wallace is trying to soft- 


en any foreign knckback by explain- 
ing that we are simply trying to get 
back markets which we lost through 
pegging our domestic prices, by cot- 
ton and wheat loans, at a level above 
competitive world prices. 
But Ger- 


many has asserted that she is trying 
only to get back markets taken away 
from her during the world war. 


But How Else? 


No matter how successful the sub- 


sidy program may be in unloading a

Eleven other arrests followed, but there 
were no more convictions. Lepke was 
getting smart. He had determined to 
become the underworld's biggeset big 
shot. He'd learned it paid to hire thugs 
to do your dirty work, and that crime 
paid most when it was organized.
